The government of the United 


States has viewed with deep con- 
cern and 
increasing disappoint- 


ment the progress of the revolu- 
tion in Mexico. Continuous blood 
shed and disorders have 
marked 


its progress. For three rears the 
Mexican Republic lias been torn 
with civil strife; the 
lives 
of 


Americans and other aliens have 
tie'en sacrificed; vast 
properties 


developed byArncricaii capital and 
enterprise have been destroyed or 
rendered 
non-productive; 
ban- 


dits have been permitted to roam 
at will through the territory, con- 
tiguous to the United States, and 
to seize, without punishment, or 
without effective and ample pun- 
ishment, the property of Ameri- 
cans while the lives of citizens of 
the United States who ventured 
to remain in Mexican territory or 
to return there to protect their. 


interests, have been taken, in some 
cases, barbarously taken, and the 
the murderers have neither been 
apprehended nor brought to jus- 
tice. It would be difficult to find 
in the annals of the history of 
Mexico conditions more deplora- 
ble than those whoch have existed 
there during these recent 
years 


of civil war.

"It would be tedious to recount

Since these attacks leaders 
of tlic bandits, well known both 
to Mexican, civil and military au-

"So far has the indifference of 


the defacto government to these 
atrocities gone, that some of these 
leaders, as I am adviced, have re- 
ceived not only the protection of 
that government, but encourage- 
ment and aid as well.

June 20, 1916, the first steel 
of the great C. & 0. Northern 
bridge over the Ohio river at 
Sciotoville, was placed in 
position. It consisted of two 
girders, 110 feet long, 10 feet 
high and weighing 56 tons 
each which were set over the 
N. & W. tracks from piers 8 
and 9 on the Ohio side. 


The girders were 
made 


ready for being lifted to 
their lofty position at 7:40 


when work started. The Mc- 
Clintic-Marshall Co., bridge 
builders of Pittsburgh, are 
doing the work. 
The com- 


pany's derrick car No. 50, 
the largest seen in these parts 
lifted the heavy girders into 
place from flat cars on the N. 
& W. tracks. Traffic on the 
N". & W. at this point was 
stopped during the work.

poscd the tax when the war with 
France broke out in 1S03, and the rate 
was fixed at it per cent on incomes of 
STiiO a year and over. On his return to 
power in 1S03 Pitt continued the tax, 
and it was gradually Increased until 
1813. when It was abrogated. Peel re- 
vived It, however, for purely fiscal rea- 
sons in 1842, and, although his original 
intention was to impose It only for 
three years.

it neared the cross roads on the

:o the county jail for fifteen days, 
he defense asked permission to 
examine it.

This time how- 
ever Jhe skies were r:lear, fellow Democrats in the district were 
willing and so at last we found ourselves in the long desired po- 
lition and assured that some day when we passed on to other ac- 
tivities it would 'be written in our obituary "He was a delegate to 
the Democratic National Convention at St. Louis in 1916." :

iWeH, having been, seen all there was to see, gotten about all 


the enjoyment it was'possible to get out of such an affair, .reached 
home safely and once more buckled down to work, let us say, it-was 
worth while. It is a fine thing to be a part of a great gathering of 
American citizens such as are to be found at the national conven- 
tions of the big political parties. 
Many of the biggest and best 


men of the country are there. The big statesmen, the big orators, 
(he big manipulators, the big men worth while in the various 
walks of life, are in evidence both at the hotels and .at the conven- 
tion sessions. There are hundreds of others there, good, strong, 
fine, clean men, representative of the best there.is in American 
manhood. Ordinarily they are deeply absorbed in struggles for 
party mastery.

The United ^States' reply to the Carranza note demanding re- 


moval of American.troops from Mexican territory had passed 
through the printers' hands today and state department officials 
said it would be handed to Elizo Arredondo, Mexican ambassador 
designate, before noon. It was to be made public than. 


Its terms leave no doubt tha^t the United States government is 


approaching the end of its patience with Mexican annoyances, but 
that it still maintains its original policy of war'only for defense. 


Even while these assurances .were being conveyed came re- 


ports that Mexicans were enlisting .for military service 'under the 
impression that the United States armies are about to attack Mex: 
ico. An ultimatum, said to be virtually a declaration of war, has 
been served on' Commander Kavanaugh of the United States gifn 
boat Annapolis by General Flores, Carranza governor of the state 
of Sinaloa, west coast, it is reported to the naval authorities. The 
hostile stand grew out of-the clash Sunday at Mazatlan between 
bluejackets from the Annapolis and Mexicans, resulting in casual- 
ties on both sides.

While this government would deeply regret such a result, says 


the note, it cannot recede from its settled determination to main 
tain its national rights and to perform its full duty in preventing 
further invasions of . the territory,-Of the.JJnited States and in re 
moving the peril which Americans along the international bound 
ary have borne so long with patience and forbearance. 


"I am reluctant to be fbrced to the conclusion which might be 


drawn from the circumstances," Secretary Lansing declares, "that 
the defacto government, in spite of the crimes committed and the 
sinister designs of Villa and his followers, did not and does not 
now intend or desire that these outlaws should be captured, de- 
stroyed or dispersed by American troops, or, at the request of this 
government, by Mexican, troops." ' 


The purposes of the United States government ^towards Mex 


ico, questioned in the last Mexican note, are announced in the fol

San Diego,.Calif., June 20.—-An ultimatum amounting prac- 


tically to a declaration of war against the United States was served 
Sunday on Commander Arthur Kavanaugh, of the 'gunboat An- 
napolis, by General Flores, Carranza governor of the state of Sina- 
loa, according to a radiogram sent from the Annapolis at Mazatlan 
and received here by Admiral Wiuslow, commander in chief of the 
Pacific fleet. 


Owing to the low powered radio set of the Annapolis difficulty 


has been experienced in communicating with the gun

enough facts have come through to indicate that General Flores has 


1 taken a hostile stand against Americans and that it was his refusal 
to permit Americans to leave Mazallan that resulted in the clash /

matum has not yet been received. According to the reports received 
the commander of the Annapolis advised all Americans in the vicin- 
ity of Mazatlan to leave as soon as possible. A boat from the war 
vessel containing Ensign 0. 0. Eessing, Paymaster Andrew Mowat 
and a number of bluejackets approached the wharf, Ensign Kessing 
being under orders from Commander Kavanaugh to arbitrate with

with the Russians closing in upon

>oint where, it is believed here, 
he Austrian armies must. either 
make a final stand, or by their 
further

sians for nearly a year. 


Such a stand, in the unanimous 


ipinion of military officials here, 
vill he an 
impossibility, as the 


separated Austrian armies are un- 
ahic to communicate with each 
ithor, and all available troops and 
reserves bavin; bfan called up, a 
liiick rehabilitation of the crip- 
led armios of the Austrian* is 
lanifcstly unlikely . 
Tho prevailing confidence 
in, 


the speedy consummation of a 
Russian triumph over Austria is 
reflected -in all the comments of 
the newspapers. The Petrograd 
Gazette says: 


"Soon the last notes of 
the 


swan song of the dual monarchy 
will be heard." 


The Austrians are concentrat- 


ing their forces in an attempt to 
ward off a Rusiau advance on 
Lembcrg, but according to the 
latest 
dispatches the Russian 


troops pressing along the Duhno- 
Ijemberg Railway, with Hadzivi- 
loff well in their rear, are close 
upon the Galician frontier town 
of Brody, which is nearly half 
way of Lcmberg. 


The other Russian advance on 


Lemberg is being directed from a 
point north of Bnczacz toward 
llalicz from which latter town the 
road to Lemberg is an easy one, 
and almost unfortified. The ef- 
fect of the advance of these two 
ines is to place the Austrian cen- 
ter near the Tarnopol extended 
position in great danger, and an 
Austrian collapse here is consid- 
ered inevitable by the military 
observer*.
